Mouday’s racing at Harlem »as full of sharp 
angles. Monongah, a heavily-played favorite, 
was beaten through bad racing luck though by 
far the beet horse, aDd Silver Fizz, another bet- 
ting choice, won tecauee jockey Dagan over- 
came the difficulty incident to a broken saddle. 
Two long shots landed during the afternoon. 
Despite the miserable weather and bad track 
the sport was above the average. 

Monongab's downfall came in the third race, 
which was at eight and one-half furlongs. 
Wilson beat him. Jockey O’Banion on Timon 
was the cause of Monongab’s defeat aud he 
came within an ace of causing a serious acci- 
dent. On the first turn O'Banion seemed to be 
riding with bis eyes closed. He bumped into 
and almost threw Monongah. The latter went 
to his knees and for an instant it looked as 
though he wonld surely fall. Patterson, who 
rode him. was almost unseated, and by the 
time he got the horse straightened out Wilson 
was far in front and retained bis winning lead. 

The mix-up on the first turn most have rattled 
Patterson, for after it he used miserable judg- 
ment. He set sail for Wilson down the bark 
stretch and made op lost ground too fast. Then 
he foolishly tried to get through between De 
bride and the inside iail and was shaiplycnt 
off. Notwithstanding all this Monongah would 
not give np, and when straightened ont for 
home he gained stead iiy on Wilson, and the lat- 
ter barely lasted long enough to win by a n-r- 
row margin. Timon was beaten off ten length?. 

Sliver Fizz was carded to carry 87 poucds. 
but tbe best Dugan conld do was 90, and then 
he rode with a pad in place of a saddle. It 
seems that the filly is sore and the trappings 
could not be sufficiently tightened on her. 
Shortly after tbe start tbe surcingle slipped 
and Master Dugan was fortunate in being able 
to keep bis seat. He kept it and his bead both, 
and sncceeied in winning the race. The fiily 
was a stont favorite and Dngan was cheered 
for the judgment he displayed. 

The fields in the first and second races were 
big and bad, fifteen starting in tbe first and 
eighteen in tbe second. Inaendo and Kittie Q. 
had racing lack enough to land the events. 

Wordsworth was favorite for tbe first and 
beat tbe barrier, bat when tbe pinch came in 
the stretch, he was not equal to the task and 
Inuendo and The Plntocrat both beat him. 

Kittie G., at the long price of 40 to 1, captured 
the second race. It was at five fnrlongs and 
eighteen very ordinary two-year-olds ran. The 
winner did not get away any too well but she 
had clear sailing and eventually won very easily 
from Iznik, the favorite. W. Jones rode the 
latter bat the judges did not like his work ana 
saspended him. 

PreBtar is an extra good mud ronner. aDd 
with ODly 95 pounds np made a show of his 
field in the fourth event. He was heavily 
backed at 3 to 1 and won all tbe way. His first 
quarter, through the very deep mud in 254 sec- 
onds, was phenomenal. Lord Fairfax was sec- 
ond and MaizHla third. 

Ont cf tbe last race came a very close finish 
and a popular win. Blue Lick, with Barns np, 
was royally supported at about even money, 
and after a terrific drive all throngh the stretch 
managed to beat Tue Bondman by a narrow 
margin. On Bine Lick Burns rode an extra 
good race. He picked the best going and rode 
most carefully throa«h the stretch. 

It is surprising bow tbe crowds keep np in 
the face of such weather.

D J. LEARY RULED OFF. 



Saturday judges Bees and Kuhl reached a 
conclusion in the investigation of D. J. Leary, 
trainer for Mr. John Brenock, and also in tbe 
case of John R. Beckley, trainer of the filly 
Oconee, protested for false registry. Their 
decisions are as follows: 

‘‘September 15th, we suspended trainer D. J. 
Leary indefinitely pending investigation of the 
inconsistent running of the horse Lew Hopper. 

“September 12th, in the third race of that day, 
distance one mile, weight 112 pounds, with 
jockey Vandusen np, he was off in froDt in a 
good start bat commenced to drop back im- 
mediately until at the half-mile pole he was 
ninth in a field of eleven, and ten lengths bs- 
hind tbe leader. Under a vigorous ride the 
horse was unable to improve his position and 
at tbe finish was last by twenty lengths — the 
race being won by Jackanapes, time 1:414. 
September 15th, in the fourth race of that day, 
distance one mile aDd a furloDg, weight 107 
pounds, with jockey Vititoe np, he was off in 
front in a good start and dropped back to sec- 
ond place, which position he retained until 
nearing the stretch where he assumed the lead, 
which he rapidly increased and stopping at tbe 
finish, won by a head in 1:531, beating Jacka- 
napes eight lengths. In this race tbe track 
conditions were the same bb in the previous 
race, but the class of the horses finishing behind 
him much better. 

“Trainer L’ary said he was unable to offer 
any explanation as to the cause of the sudden 
improvement in the” horse except that he car- 
ried less weight than in his race of September 
12th. From evidence secured during onr in- 
vestigation, we are satisfied seme drag or in- 
jection was used in his race of September 15th. 
The running of othei horses under the charge 
of Leary has not been above snspicion, and 
while we fully exonerate the stable, we are of 
the opinion that trainer D. J. Leary merits the 
most extreme punishment. In accordance with 
the rules governing same, he stands ruled off 
the turf. 

“September 15 we suspended John R, Beckley, 
owner, and the stable connections, also the filly 
Oconee, pending investigation of the inconsist- 
ent running of the filly September 7, 12, and 15 
respectively. September 16 Mr. E. W. Purser, 
owner of the colt Tarhill, protested tbe pay- 
ment of first money won by the filly Oconee 
September 15 on the ground of improper regis- 
tration. 

“We find that John R. Beckley, who was re- 
cently in the employ of jockey J. Everett as 
valet, was in full charge and control of the filly 
Oconee on the dates in question, in the capacity 
of trainer, with a winning percentage, and is in 
every sense responsible for her races, and in a 
manner for the improper regisTation, as evi- 
denced by the registration attachtd herewith. 
The stable connections contradict in a manner, 
and leave a reasonab.e doubt as to their re- 
sponsibility in aoy way, and are exonerated 
; accordingly. In accordance with our observa- 
tions and other evidence attained, we recom- 
mend to the License Committee of the Ameri- 
can Turf Congress that the license of John R. 
Beckl y as trainer be revoked forthwith. 

“For violation of rule No. 70. as provided, 
the filly Oconee is disqualified for first money- 
won September 15, in the second race of that 
day. We folly exonerate the owners, Messrs. 
Steele & Simpson, of Lexington, Ky., and rein- 
state the filly Oconee to all privileges.”

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 



Abe and J. C. Calm, the St. LouiB turf- 
men, have both invested extensively in 
thoroughbred yearlings. Abe seemed about 
twenty bead of youngsters, while his brother 
bought about a half dozen. Charley Pat- 
terson lias five of Abe’s yearlings at Louis- 
ville. They will remain in his charge until 



he ships to Memphis, where the Calms also 
winter their horses. The rest of the year- 
liDgs bought by the Cahns are quartered 
at the Fair Grounds. The prize of the bnnch 
is a bright bay colt by Long Dance— Babette, 
dam of Dnke of Baden, by Dnke of Montrose. 
Duke of Baden is a tall. loDg eolt, while his 
yearling half-brother is a short-coupled, 
blocky-made yearling, that looks as though 
he would develop into a powerful thorough- 
bred. This colt belongs to Abe Cabn. 
The latter also has a jewel in a bay 
filly by Free Knight— Zeila. This is 

a large, well-rounded fil'y, with size 
and qnality to recommend her. Zalla, the 
dam of this filly, is a foil sitter to Maggie 
Merrill, the dam of Lee Brnno. Abe Calm also 
has a yearling brother to Lee Bmno by Free 
Koight— Maggie Merrill. This youngster is a 
dark bay in color, and is a large, well-balanced 
: oaugster for his age. Another one of 
Abe’s beauties is a handsome big chestnut 
filly by Doctor Hasbrouck- Ssncieae by 
Sensation, sire of Democrat, the best 
2-jear-old developed in England this year. 
This filly is first foal. Her dam, 

SeDciene. won quite a number of races at 
the Fair Grounds. A recy-lookmg, bright bay 
filly, by Leonatns, ont of St6ntor’a dam, ia still 
another of the bnnch that Abe thinks pretty 
well of. The pick of J. C. Cahn’s yearlings is a 
bright bay filly by Sir Dixon — Lake Breeze, dam 
of Lake Fonso and John Millin, and a grey colt 
by Hermence, ont of the dsm of the fast mare 
Lula W. — St. Loms Republic. 

Barney Schreiber’s agent, Martin Hubbell, 
reports the recent loss of two promising mem- 
bers of this year's crop of weanliDgs at Wood- 
lands. A stud coll by Foul Shot— Lizzie H., 
was found dead in one of the paddocks about a 
week ago. An investigation developed the fact 
that the colt had been struck on the head 
by a rock thrown by some miscreant from the 
adjoining roadside. This colt was well thought 
of on acconnt of bis dam being a half sister to 
Prince McClnrg, winner of this year’s Latonia 
and St. Louis Derbys. Saturday another one of 
the weanlings died. This one was a fine filly 
by Sain— Sister Josepnine, by Hanover. The 
loss of this filly was a severe disappointment to 
the master of Woodlands. 

Paddy Tomlinson, who developed the great 
two-year-old. The Conqueror, by Sir Dixon, has 
a yeailing filly by the seme sire in bis string at 
the St. Loms Fair Grounds that is said 
to have worked the fastest yearling 
trial of the season at the local track. The 
filly is credited with having stepped a half 
mile in 50 seconds flat the other morning with 
abont 100 pounds on her back. The filly was 
sent the first three-eighths at fall speed. She 
reeled off the first quarter in 231 seconds, the 
thiee-eighths in 36 seconds fiat, and finished 
ont the half mile, eased up, in 50 seconds. 
The trial is vouched for by prominent horse- 
men, all of whom unite in predicting that 
the filly will be one of the two-year-old sensa- 
tions of next season, barring accidents. Tom- 
linson, when seen, confirmed the report as to 
the filly’s fast- trial and stated that be bad just 
refused an offer of 86,000 for the filly. Tomlin- 
son’s yearling whirlwind is a brown filly 
by Sir Dixon— Lady Beth, by The Ill- 
Used. She is 8n unusually large filly 
for her age, beiog quite as tall and folly 
as heavy as the great two-year-old. The 
Conqnerer, who occupies the next stall to 
her. Clay A Woodford, owners of Sir Dixon, 
bred the filly. Sbe was among the batch of Sir 
DixonB that were turned over to Tomlinson by 
Clay A Wocdfoid abont two months ago. 
Trainer Tomlinson will winter his stable at 
Memphis. The $3, COO offer made for the filly is 
believeo to have come from either Sydney 
Paget or Louis V. Bell, the wealthy New Yorker 
for whom Jimmie McCormick is to train next 
season. 

Geoige C. Bennett, the Memphis turfmaD.bas 
received information from the trainer in charge 
of bis yearlings at Newport that all of the 
yonegsters aie doing well. The lot is under the 
cate of Trainer Scofield, who took the place of 
Henry McDauiels, tbe latter having gone to the 
Canadian circuit with a string of two-year-olos. 
Iuthebunthof juveniles that will sport tbe 
green and white .diamonds is a chestnut filly 
by Russell — Memcria, which is reported to have 
worked a qnarterof a mile in exceptionally fast 
time. The others, by Hanover, Fonso, Sir 
Dixon and Inspector B.. will be shipped here 
later in the fall and with abont an even 
dozen co come from the Bennett farm will form 
the major part of tlie inmates of the Bennett 
barn at Montgomery Park dmieg the winter. 
Tbe moBt conspicuous of the lot at Mr. Ben- 
nett’s breeding place is tbe son of Dr. Warms- 
ley, ont of Crania, which was foaled during 
the past spring.— Memphis Commercial Ap- 
peal.
